Never in history has any government action been as deeply mistrusted 
as the "'eport of the Aerren Coaaisston. Imagine what the situation iioula be if 
on this subject the press could be impartial, could or would perform its 
traditional responsibilities in a society such es our si Imagine what popular 
feeling would be if there were a single major element of the press -TY-r’adio, 
newspapers or magazines, thet had made and presented any kind of s decent, 
impartial investigation and reported to its audience what it found. Not one has 
dared tell the truth, which is opposed to the official fairy tala.
